Constantinople. April 20.—Sultan Abdul 
llanild Is waiting In his palace for what¬ 
ever may befall, lie has not taken flight, 
and hi* Grand VIsler, Tewflk Pasha, ha^ 
announced that, without fear, the i^ultan 
will remain with his family and a Kept 
resignedly the fate wiilch ha^. been pre¬ 
pared for him and his country. 

Tewflk Pasha and the Minister of War, 
l•,dhelll (*a*ha, who sent In their reslgna- 
ilcns to the Sultan late last ulght, de¬ 
cided to withdraw them to-day, and Uis 
Grand Vlxler Is spending most of the time 
with hla majesty, Naxlm Ps»ha still la in 
command of the garrison, but no prepa- 
ratloiiS have been made to offei any te* 
alstance to the advance of the ^alonlkl 
troops.

Finally, K 
lath deirtnd* are accepte«J by the land 
and sea forces and they show real obe 
diene*, nothing will befall the garrison. 

The proclamation to me populace ex< 
plain* that the object of the investing 
army !• the re-c*iabll»hmcni of the Con- 
■tltutlon. which is In accordance with the 
Sherlat. and the punishment of the trai¬ 
tor* to the country. It assures complete 
safety to the Innocent and oppressed pop 
ulatlon and to foreigners, and odds Uial 
those who disguised as Ulenuui, to serve 
their personal end*, committed reprehen 
■Iblv acts and will be punished.

In less than half an hour the entire plant 
w’os involved In flames and the efforts of 
the firemen to subdue the blaxe were fu- 
tileu They then directed their attention 
to saving the nearby buildings.

O*Flynn’s iw;;tor>’. across ihs street from 
the Vaughan factory, would have burned 
hod it ool been for the fact that a heavy 
nUn fell laat night and thoroughly soaked 
the walls of the plant. 

There were 150 haxxift working In the 
factory at the time of tlu? fire. When the 
slam) was sounded a panic ensued and a 
mad rush was mode for the doors. None 
was seriously injured.

The man then laid ihe re¬ 
volver on a table and produced a string 
from his pocket. Ho men proceeded lu 
blnu Offuit's ankles. After securing hi# 
ankles, offutt said, th© robber com¬ 
manded him to bend km* Itnd place hlk 
wrists together under lus knees. Offutt 
obeyed, when the Intruder tied them to¬ 
gether. The next move was to gag Of- 
tutt. *rh# robber drew a handkerchief 
from his Mckei and tle«l It about Offutt's 
month. Thus s««'urlng his victim, the 
burglar began a search of Offuit's pock¬ 
ets.

with Uie tw’ino now in the hands of the I 
pOllCQ. 

B. F. Offutt *aid he cut the string and ' 
the handkerchief and was told by hN I 
brother wlitl hod occurred. Sergt Tmm- 
peter at once took up thi* case, going to 
Offutl'a dairy, where he found the str.ng 
and handkercltlef. The poUoe say that ■ 
when asked at the station wliat he had 
been bound wltli. Offutt sold; "li was a 
rope."

Make,Its Qua Ufleationa 
Known. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 30.-tSpcclal.]-ln 
a memorial which was received to-Uay by 
the I>epartmenl of Education the requcM 
Is made that the name of the Kentucky 
Institute for the Blind be changed so as 
lo show that the school is an educational 
Institution and not a chorlinbla one. The 
fiemorial ‘s signed by Col. Andrew Cowan, 
president of the board of visitors, ond 
B. B. Huntoon. supeiiniendenL The me¬ 
morial Is as follows: 

* To the Kenlurky Educational Conirnls-

the Kentucky Inslitulion for tlie Edu¬ 
cation of the Blind -would respectfully 
request the Kentuckyi Educational Com¬ 
mission to rccutitiiiend In Its report to 
the General Assembly of IWO that this 
acbool should l»e omclally known as the 
Kentucky «chool for the Blind, and should 
be recognized and legally claasifted as an 
educational oslabltahment and a pait of 
the public school system of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

•'They are moved lo do this because 
such was the intention of it« foundt^m 
and such has actually been lu character 
during iU cxlstentre. 

•'Onghuilly placed under the con* of tie 
Board of Educaiion^it soon pasneti out i f 
Us Control and ivas^ cl asst tied am»nir the 
tnmihe, the i'auf»**r, tho correctional and 
other chariiable Instltuiions of the State.

"This iindeser\ld stigniu has caused 
many a parent n a blind child to hesi¬ 
tate to place himself in the attitude of 
a suppliant for charity for what was due 
him by right of ciuseushlp—the free cdu- 
ration of nis child. 

"In no sense an asylum, nor a hospital 
for sore eyes, but purely and simply a 
school (or those children whose defective 
aiglit bars thorn from the common schools. 
Its board o< visitors asks your aid in 
helping to make knovm to the community 
its oharuuter by securing for It a plain 
and alriiple tliie and a correct classifica¬ 
tion without changing Its present form of 
government ami administration, which 
have proved eminently satisfactory.

citizens of the Htate, the price to be 
MV, 000, 

Ninety-eight nrw bltla made their ap¬ 
pearance In the House, almost equaling 
Monday** record. 5li.iii of the b.lie were 
of a local application. At almoet any 
point throughout the day a membi'r would 
Introduce a new bill. It only being necea- 
xkry to eecune the oonaent of Uie Houae, 
which WU9 always readily and oourteouaiy 
granted. 

The Itavldaon county delegation intro¬ 
duced a bill to tranafer the Capitol an¬ 
nex to the city of Nashville. The bill 
also asked the State to tranifcr a por¬ 
tion of the lot, the back |>orUon. upon 
which the executive manzlon la located. 
The purp<»ee of the bill ia to acquire (hla 
property for tho City In order that the 
propooefl Capitol bouicri'ard may l>e buiiL

Boyle In tlis Whitla abduction cose, to 
have the Ohio courts claim Jurisdiction 
over the wtMimii hud. fallen daL The Ghio 
authorities expect to take no action un¬ 
less the woman's conviction In Pennsyl¬ 
vania fUiould fail. Hod the Cleveland of* 
ficlals desired Mrs. Boyle habeas corpus 
proceedings could have been Inatlcutvd 
on the ground of the prior Indictment in 
that State. There la »ald to have been 
an agreement between tne prosecutom of 
the two Stmteo. however, and the Ohio 
authorities have agreed to let her be tried 
hare first on account of the more strin¬ 
gent UWk of this State. A capias from 
Ohio for the woman and one for Boyle 
are In the hands of Sheriff Chess, of this 
oounu*. however, to be sen ed If either of 
them should l>e released here. 

Judge Miller has not returned and It 
la u^emtomS to-night he is endeavoring 
to secure witnesses to use in establish¬ 
ing an alibi for Mrs. Boyls. The allbt 
seems to be tho strongest card the de¬ 
fense has. 

Attorney T. C. Cochran, who will pros¬ 
ecute the cases, said to-dsy: 

•'Grand jury Indictments against the 
Boyles chanring kidnaping will be re¬ 
turned Priuay morning, 'rhe trials will 
begin Mondtt^’ rooming. There will be 
separate trisJs. Boyle being arraigned

•While Boyle Is reputed to have called 
on his relatives for enough money to buy 
stogies with. Mrs. Boyle Is said to be 
reveling In luxury. It is reported that 
rich relatives have deposited to her credit 
here $1,000. No one but her altomey. It 
Is said, know's where It came from, but 
It Is taken as evidence of the truth of the 
report that ehe is from a prominent and 
wealthy fatnily. 

Ixiuls 
Is evidenced by tho quantity of msU she 
receives from there. It Is said that she 
gets many lactem from East SL Louis 
and that In one whloh arrived a few 
days ago there wwt a golden brooch with 
heart of gold and pendant.

Tho reoall, also known as the Impcra.- 
tkve mandate, is a leg-lslatlve provision 
by which The constHuents of a public 
oflWial. If lhe>' disapprove hla notions, 
can, by filing a petition, discharge him 
from ofWco and obtain a special elec¬ 
tion or a new appointment. If the 
office Is elective, the name of the officer 
recalled must ai>pear on the ballot for 
Che special election unless he BpecWcaJ- 
ly decJIneii to run. If the office Is ap¬ 
pointive a newr appointment tnuat be 
mode. The recall in the United States 
is generotly used only In the case of 
elective officers, and In such cases the 
petition for his rsoall must bo signed 
by a oertoin per cent, of the total num¬ 
ber of txjtera at tho last election (usual¬ 
ly 26 per cent).

The contention of the Democrat Is 
that prohibition la m^t only wrong In 
principle, but t* aq Impussiblllty. and 
will be an Impossibility as long aa Q«>d 
decrees that trees shall beer frhll and 
th© fields yield grulna For every man 
ha* a uatuml right to grow fruit and 
grain, and if from part of these he shall 
elect to make f«>rment€q1 wines and liq¬ 
uors It la a privilege which no one con 
deny, or. If denied, which non© can 
successfully prevent. Thus the best so¬ 
lution of the liquor question Is the full 
recognition of personal liberty—not lib¬ 
erty to defy public decency, but liberty 
for each man to regulate his habits ac¬ 
cording to the dictates of his con¬ 
science. If In the exorcise of his per¬ 
sonal liberty h© offends hhi neighbor, 
tlmt Is another qut-stlon. 

Prohibition inevitably Is a blunder. 
Aa Mr. Watterson well says, prohibi¬ 
tion does ^^not prohibit. It simply 
breeds new* vices. In place of th© sa¬ 
loon it gives us (he accursed speak¬ 
easy, ih© brothel, the haymow bolile, 
the bootlfg outlaw'. In lieu of prohibi¬ 
tion we get hiwleas dlspcnsjitlon of rank 
polaon, a munlrrous concoction of th© 
ver>’ devil himself.

In the hot days of summer, 
however, a dipperful of cool “sofky** ts 
not only psiatabla but refreshing. The 
"fM»fky** most preferred is slightly fer¬ 
mented. "Hofky" Is highly nourishing.

\er to Sixth street. It Is thirty Inches In 
diameter and was placed fourteen feet hn- 
der ground. 

When 11*/* reconstruction of Sixth slrert 
eras decide upon ami It was discovered 
tltai the mortar between tha bricks of the 
old sewer Vns illstirtegmtlng the Board 
of Public Works decided to lay a new 
a#w'er. constructed of tile pipes, of the 
same dImsnMon# and In the same pDSl- 
tion occupied by th# old one. Work was 
begun upon the reconstruction on April 2. 
Mr. i^ssln ssJd yesterday that he hoped 
to hav# th# work flnlsh**d by May 2. Tha 
now sower la only being built in Sixth

The rreosotetl wood-block povnment 
which th# Board of Fubllo Works con- 
templMtea laying on Bixth aireet. from 
MiirHcl street to Jefferson street, and on 
Market street from Fifth street to Sev¬ 
enth street, is already In use In New York 
Olty and Boston and la conaldared ope 
of the moat mwlem of street pavings.

The service will be simple and will be 
attended only by the members of the 
Immediate family, with the exception of 
Ambassador White. Aa Mias White re¬ 
tains her Protestant faith, her family

the civil marriage, and the groom-elect 
and family were in full sympathy with 
this.

I have decided 
not to attend the service at St. Joseph's, 
the more so aa there are several recent 
precedents for a Catholic ceremony and 
one of another denomination."

Vanderbilt, and Mias Lucy Buckler, the 
daughter of Ambassador White’s step¬ 
brother.

BONDS FOR IMPROVEMENT 
OF AMERICAN WATERWAYS. 


Con^essman Ransdtll Sajs Money 
Spent Wisely Would Be a Per¬ 
manent InTestment.

“Congress should make prompt provis¬ 
ion for Improving all our worthy water¬ 
ways. and the l»e»i method Is hy a bond 
issue of fifty millions a year for the next 
ten years. Money spent wisely on a*a- 
terway^* would he a permanent Inveet. 
nivni. returning for all times a heavy In¬ 
terest In chckspencd freighu, and aa poa- 
terlty will reap the greatest part of the 
t>enent. It should help to pay the debt- 

“Our railroads are planning to exi>and 
flv^ thousand millions In extensions and 
betterments This rolosaal sum is to be 
raised by issuing bonds, which the poopls 
will have to pay.

ARGUMENT ON MOTION 

FOR NEW TRIAL TO BEGIN. 


Judg^ Hart Will Restrict Attomaja 
In the Cooper Caoe To 
Two Dayo. 


Nashville. Tenn.. April 30—The motion 
for a new trial In the Cooper case will 
be argued before Judge William M. Hart. 
In tbe Criminal Court here, to-morrow'. 
IVl dI B. Cooper and hie eon, Robin J. 
Cooper, were convicted of the murder of 
former United State* Senator E. W. Car- 
mark and twenty years In the pentten- 
llary aai»e»»ed as the penalt>* The de- 
fendanU. through counsel, flleil a motion 
for a new trial, alleging forty-alx errors 
on the part of the court. Some of the 
errors alleged refer to the admission of 
evidence, others tq the evidence on the 
part of tbe defense which the court ex¬ 
cluded. The defense also obJe<'te to por¬ 
tion* of the charge of Judge Hart to the 
jur>* and to certain renuesl* for charge 
which the court refuaed lo admit. They 
also claim that the court erred when he 
did not declare the case a mistrial upon 
the first report of the Jury—"We flnd the 
defendant John Sharp not guilty, but 
ere hopeleaslj* tied up a* to the Coopers." 

Jmlge Hart has announced that the at¬ 
torney* must conclude their arguments 
within two days. Most of the time will 
be given to the defense, the State stand¬ 
ing u^on the correctnesa of the court's 
rulings.

Bids from flve concerns for sewer caps 
were opened yeeterday afternoon In the 
City Buyer's otHce. While It will lake 
some time to determine which Is the 
lowest, that of Charlea Stignts A Sons 
g seems to be a shade the lowest. AJ* 
though Che iron lids and their Axturea 
are to be purchased by the city on a 
place basis, figured by the pound as be¬ 
fore. they will be purchased about 35 
cents a hundred pounds cheaper. Had 
the City Bu>'er« Otto Tost, been able. In 
the stress of hla duties, to advertise the 
letting last September, when It should 
have been advertised, the city would have 
bad the benefit of the lower bids sub¬ 
mitted yesterday and aaved thousands of 
dollars. Because Mr. Yost was so busy, 
tbo city Is a loser to that extent. 

Tb« bids will have to be submitted to 
the Board of Public W<K'ka and a contract 
roads with the firm selected to do the 
work. It will then be necessary for this 
contract to oe approved by the General 
Council. The other bidders, besides 
Cimtiee Stlglllx A tSons, were thv Sneed 
Architectural Iron Company, the Ameri¬ 
can Machine Company, the Henry Vogt 
Machine Company and the Drummond 
Manufacturing Compuny. The latter com¬ 
pany has hail the contract for a num¬ 
ber of years and Friday aent a check to 
the city for 11,04;^ covering mlstsJces made 
In wclglila In the lids from deptembtr 1. 
1$07. to March 1. The statement 

that the check for short weights was 
11^40 wws erroneous. 

The sewer caps were then paid for by 
ttie pound The molds of the Drummond 
company turned out light-weight sewer 
lids. Mr. Yost had this matter cwlled to 
his sttentlon Fie weighed up one set of 
the sewer fixtures and then ostlmatod 
the shortage on all the goods received 
during the period of more than two years. 

When tlve Drummond company was 
called upon to rectify the mistake In the 
welghu It prumpUy did so with a check. 
Mr. Yost hsd. during his Incumbency of 
olllce. approved all the I*rummond com¬ 
pany's vouchers, cartlfylng that the 
weights were up to specifications, al¬ 
though none of the aewer-lld sets had 
boen placed on the scales. When It was 
called to his attention that they were 
llaht weight he made a hasty Investiga¬ 
tion and the big check Is the result. 
Btlgllts A Sons, which concern ^eems to 
bo the lowest bidder. Is the concern that 
donandud a new letting and caused all 
the talk. Two members of the firm were 
at the telling ymlerday.

MANY REFORMS ARE NEEDED. 


That Louisviye real estate men do navt 
want a real estate exchange was demon¬ 
strated at a meeting of the l^oulsvllle Real 
Katate Asstrclatlon. held In the directors* 
room of the Louisville Trust Company at 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. At a pre¬ 
vious meeting of the association a com¬ 
mittee of six members was appointed 
to make a report on the proposition. The 
oommittee. which was headed by J. fi. 
Buchanan, made Its report at yesterday’s 
meeting, and Mr. Buchanan was the only 
member of the oammlttte wno favored an 
exchange. He went before the associa¬ 
tion with a minority report, making an 
address In which he urgcfl that such an 
organization coum work no disadvantage 
to the real estate dealers of Louisville. 
He read a number of letters from such 
organizations In other cltteo, all of which 
set forth the benefits of such an organ¬ 
isation. 

Before the question was put by the 
president several members asked for In¬ 
formation, which Mr. Buchanan gave. 
When the question w*aa put to the meet¬ 
ing the proposition of an exchange was 
defeated by a vote of 14 to 5. The main 
objection, as stated by ’riiomas Boliannon. 
was that an exchange would cause trouble 
between real estate dealers. 

The meeting yesterday*, which had been 
called especially to take action upon the 
question of an exchange for Louisville, 
was not adjourned until several matters 
of Importance wem disposed ot. On a 
motion made hy a member it was de¬ 
cided that the association will go in a 
body to the session of the Sute Tax 
CommhMilon. to be held at The Seelbach 
Haturday. The importance of this meet¬ 
ing was fully recognised, and It was the 
sense of the real estate dealers that some 
refunn is necessary In the tax laws of 
the Ktate. 

D. F. Murphy, who represents the real 
estate Interests of Ijoulsvllle by appoint¬ 
ment. will msisc that laws be made hy 
which a lump taxation w*tn be made 
against property. In a talk before the as¬ 
sociation Mr. Murphy said It was almost 
Impossible to keep up with the intricate 
rules of collecting taxes. He said that 
after all assesanicnts had apparently been 
made the laws permitted the State Aud¬ 
itor's ogenu to come along and odd to 
the assessments, and that numerous other 
agencies had a right, under the laws, to 
make claims. inaKing U impossible for 
owners to know what taxes they aro re¬ 
sponsible for. 

The Louisville Real Bstate Association 
will go before the commission Saturdsy 
In a body and they will wear budges In¬ 
dicating that they ore members of the 
oasoclotlon. It was the sense of the meet¬ 
ing yesterday that the tax laws of Ken- 
lucky need reform, and in many ways, 
and that tlie commlsslop a(i(N>lnted by 
Gov. Willson will hove something to think 
about when the> meet here Is certain. 
Tl»e c<»mmlllee from the Real Estate As¬ 
sociation will go before the commission 
with a lot of data and they hope to ac¬ 
complish some good for the State.

A bolt of lightning struck a fine bam 
owned by Frank Bottorff, who lives In 
Charlestown, and the structure was de¬ 
stroyed by fire, Th# farm where U»e bsrn 
w*as Is known as the Llllard BotturiT 
place and Is about three miles east of 
Charlestow'n. The ow’ncr lives In Charles¬ 
town and tl»# farm is looked after by Ed¬ 
ward Whlttlnghlll as a tenant. The barn 
was one of the finest In Clark county and 
contained considerable feed and machin¬ 
ery. Inside of the barn was a large wlod- 
mlll Uiat was used for pumping water fur 
the stock and for other purposes. Tins 
burned with the bam. 

Several horses and a number of cowe 
were In the barn when the lightning 
struck ll, and one of the former and two 
of the latter perished In the flames. The 
loes Is estimated at between $l,.'i00 and 
12.000, on which there was no Insurance.

enough to prevent them souring. RecenUy 
It was said the State Board of Health 
bad relaxed to some extent in Its rtgldiieas 
and would permit towns and clilea bordst- 
Ing on Che Ohio to use b«n»rMiie of soda, 
but an offlcial denial of thia has boen 
made and a w'oming has been sent out 
that ihe preservative must not be used 
under any condition.

CHAJILES WALDRON DIED OF 
CEREBRAL HEMORRHAGE. 

Fact Developed Ai!ter Body Had Been 
Exhumed—Coroner Tb Hold 
Inquest To-day. 


Dr. Charles 1. Oro\'es, Coroner, will con¬ 
duct an Inquest to-day Into the death of 
Charles H. Waldron, who was an employe 
of the L and N. shops In South lx>uls- 
vllle. and who dle«1 at his Itome. 1036 L>dia 
street, at 6;30 o'clock on the e\'enlng of 
April 12. At the time It W‘as thought 
that Waldron's death was due to his hav¬ 
ing been overcome by force gas while 
druing rivets In a boiler, but a post¬ 
mortem examination conducted hy Dr. 
Groves, with l>m. Carl Weldner, C. H. 
Harris. D. V Roberta, Robert Fallis, Dud¬ 
ley Reynolds and Is>uis Kaelln present, 
revealed the fact that death was due lo 
oerebml hemorrluige or apoplexy. 

Waldron w*as stricken at about 11 
o'clock on the morning of April If and 
he was removed 4o his home at S o'clock 
In the afternoon In an unconscious con¬ 
dition The first word of the accident 
that Waldron's family hod was when the 
driver of Che ambulance knocked at the 
door and directed Mrs. Waldron to pre¬ 
pare a bed for her husband. The family 
physician. l>r. Robert Fallis. was sum- 
reoned. but Waldron was past help, snd 
all effort* to revive him were futile. 

Dr. Groves viewed the body the follow¬ 
ing morning, after it hod been embalmed, 
and, as it had been reported to him that 
death was due lo asphyxiation, he signed 
the death certificate accordingly. Later, 
after having questlone<l L. and N. em¬ 
ployes who worked with Waldron, the 
Coroner learned that Waldron had not 
been In the boiler. When this was 
learned the Coroner ordered the body ax- 
humed and the post-mortem held, with 
physicians representing the fhnUly and 
the railroad company present. 

When asked for a statement regarding 
the new phase of the cose. Dr. Fallis. 
who attended Waldron, refueet! to talk 
sboui Waldron's death. He said he had 
his reasons for any atatemenu be had 
mode r*onceming th# death.
